Washington, July 11.—President 
Harding, in a proclamation issued at 
the white house late tonight directed 
“all persons to refrain from all in- 
terference with lawful efforts to main- 
tain interstate transportation and the 
carrying of the United States mail.” 

In the proclamation which was is- 
sued after a day in which continued 
reports had reached the postoffice de- 
partment of interference by railroad 
strikers with mail trains, the presi- 
dent invited the eo-operation of all 
publie authorities, state and muniei- 
pal, and the “aid of all good Citi- 
zens,” to uphold the laws and to “‘fa- 
cilitate’” those operations in safety 
which are essential to life and lib- 
erty, and the security of property and 
our common public welfare.’ , 

The peaceful settlement af contro- 
versies between the shop craft em- 
ployees and carriers, it was stated, 
‘in accordance with law and due re- 
spect for the established agencies for 
such settlement are essential to the 
security and well-being of our peo- 
ple.”’ 

The president took the position thar 
men willing to maintain the opera- 
tion of railroad trains in order to 
_transport mail have the “same in- 
disputable right to work that others 
have to decline to work.” 

President Harding was occupied 
throughout the evening with the prep- 
aration of the proclamation, delaying 
his dinner one hour in order to go 
over the first transcript. He returned 
to the executive offices after dinner and 
remained there until the proclamation 
was made public about 10:40 p. m.

government expects of them. 

That is, in effect, to start digging 
coal, leaving permanent adjustment 
of wage “schedules and all minor 
grievances for future considera- 


tion! 

The plan proposed by the presi- | 
dent calls for immediate resumption | 
of work by the miners. now on 
strike, on the following conditions: 


“Mine workers are to return to 
work on the scale of wages which 
expired last March 31, and mines 
now idle because of strike or sus- 
pended operation to resume activ- 
ities, without interference with ac- 
tivities of . now working. The 
1922 scale td be effective until Au- 
gust 10, 1922. 

“A coal commission to 
at once, consisting of three members 
selected by the mine workers, three 
members selected by the mine opera- 
tors, and five members to be named 
by the president. All decisions by 
this commission shall be cepted as 
final. 

“This commission to determine, if 
within 30 days from today, 
a temporary basic wage scale, which 
scale shall be effectiye until March 
Ls 192 In event that the comm's* 
sion is unable to report its scale by 
August 10, it’ shall have the power 
to direct continued work on the 1922 
scale until the superseding scale is 
ready.” 

The far-reaching scope of the

It is in no way connected with the} 
bladder which is the reservoir of athe 
kidney system, though the two blad- 
ders are popularly confused, perhaps 
because stones form in both. 
Notwithstanding the various hum- 
bugs which at one time or another 
have purported to “dissolve” gall- 
stones or to cure gallstone disease 
without operation, there is no known 
remedy or agent whieh will accom- 
plish this, if stones are really present 
in gallsac or in the bile ducts. Many 
however, have been convinced that 
some edible oil, such as olive oil, cot- 
ton seed wil, peanut oil, mysteriously 
disguised, of course, does “dissolve” 
or “remove’ gallstones, though the 
simpleton’s conviction of this seldom 
lasts longer than the interval until 
his next seizure of colic. The masses 
or Jumps which so many gullible viec- 
tims of this ancient and still occa- 
sionally perpetrated charlataury mis-

Coffee Picking 


This picture gives a good idea of the coffee 
tree when pruned down to a minimum height, 
as it is in the coffee plantations. The leaves 
of the bush have a smooth, glossy surface 
and somewhat resemble those of the moun- 
tain laurel. 


The berries, .,which when ripe resemble 
cherries and are about the same size, have 
to be picked by hand. 


The girl in this picture is evidently a belle 
in her ‘class s, and though barefooted is not 
unattractive. 


In the coffee plantations of South America 
practically the entire population, old and 
young, engages in the picking of the crop, 

ery much as the count ry people do at cotton 
sickling time on a Southern plantation. 


As the seed of the coffee berries is covered 
by a soft pulp, it is necessary to remove that 
before the seed or bean can be prepared for 
the market. The pulp is removed by crush- 
ing and washing, and is afterward dried, 
carefully sorted and packed in bags. These 
bags are shipped to the most convenient port, 
where they are loaded by the thousand on 
great ocean steamships and shipped to all 
parts of the world.

He is a member 
of the Kappa Alpba fraternity, ard 
also Phi Beta Kappa. 

After leaving the University of Geor- 
gia he went to Princeton, and in one 
year received a degree of master of 
arts. In order to equipghimself more 
thoroughly in Teutonic philology, he 
spent several months in study at the 
Luiversity of Freiburg, Germany, un- 
der the world-renowned philologist, 
Professor Kluge. 

For sixteen years after his return 
from Germeny, he taught at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, in the department 
of Germanic lanvuege. 

In 1918, Mr. DuBose entered Camp 
Gordon as a teacher in the service of 
the Y. M. C. A. Within two morths 
he w&s elected educational director of 
the camp.

But it seems that 
Mrs. Hudson has fallen into some 
sort of disiavor since she appeared re- 
cently in the Riehland neighborhood, 
and it is stated frankly that it is on 
account of her conduct that sympathy 
for Hudson has been created. 

Mrs. Hudson withheld no secret, it 
is stated, when she told her life story 
at her trial here. She told of her 
wayward young womanhood, of vari- 
ous affairs she had had with men be- 
fore she met Hudson, and created a 
sensation when she declared that a 
well-known south Georgian, whom she 
named, was the father of her children. 
But she swore that from the time she 
married Hudson she had _ been as 
straight as any woman, and defied 
anybody to prove she had been other 
than she claimed. 

But Mrs. Hudson had nothing to do 
with the eonviction of her husband. 
She did not testify against him, for 
under the Georgia law she could not. 
His trial preceded hers, and the jury 
convicted him on the evidence of a 
number of witnesses. There were no 
eye-witnesses whem the state could 
find, but there was a chain of cir- 
cumstantial evidence which satisfied 
the jury of his guilt. 

Ile was tremendously disappointed 
when the news reached him that the 
supreme court had refused a new trial. 
Hlis leading attorney, Claude Peyton, 
seriously considered carrying the case 
to the United States supreme court 
on the issue of certain evidence which 
Sheriff Tarver was permitted to give 
against Hudson and which the Georgia 
supreme court declared was admissi- 
ble. It was decided, however, to ap- 
peal to the pardon board rather than 
to the nation’s highest court, and Hud- 
son’s fate is now in the hands of the 
board and the governor.
